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Art  Buchwald  enjoyed  being  man  of  the  hour  at  the  Bistro  following  his  talk  at 
Sweet  Briar  on  October  2. 

LAID  BACK  IN  SWEET  BRIAR 


"Every  newspaper  front  page  you 
read  sounds  like  an  Art  Buchwald 
column,"  said  Art  Buchwald  when  he 
spoke  at  Sweet  Briar  on  October  2. 
"People  are  talking  about  things  that 
ought  to  be  left  to  the  satirists.  I  knew 
I  had  the  day  off  when  I  read  about 
ketchup  becoming  a  vegetable." 

Buchwald,  the  political  satirist 
whose  column  is  syndicated  by  more 
than  500  newspapers,  found  easy 
targets  in  supply-side  economics, 
AWACs,  interest  rates,  high  hospital 
bills,  gun  control  laws,  a  Florida  Con- 
gressman's bag  of  money,  and  all  the 
other  topics  of  the  daily  news.  The 
title  of  his  speech,  "Laid  Back  in 
Washington,  or  While  Reagan  Slept," 
was  that  of  his  latest  book,  just  out. 

During  his  two-day  visit,  Buchwald 
judged  a  humor-writing  contest, 


clogged  to  blue  grass  music  in  the 
Bistro,  clowned  around  with  students, 
autographed  books,  and  took  on  the 
winners  of  a  round-robin  tennis  tour- 
nament, with  Mrs.  Whiteman  as  part- 
ner (they  lost). 

The  two  winners  of  the  humor  con- 
test, Ann  Evans  '83  and  El  Warner 
'85,  were  among  a  group  of  students 
who  had  dinner  with  Buchwald  at 
Sweet  Briar  House.  Buchwald  wanted 
to  know  what  the  students  were  plan- 
ning to  do  after  college  and  seemed 
taken  aback  when  no  one  mentioned 
marriage.  "Don't  any  of  you  feel  that 
your  purpose  in  life  is  to  reproduce7" 
he  asked.  There  was  a  moment  of 
stunned  silence  before  El  Warner 
supplied  the  stopper  —  "Would  you 
ask  that  question  at  Washington  and 
Lee?"

LANGUAGE 
FESTIVAL 


Sweet  Briar's  second  annual 
Language  Festival  on  October  23 
brought  to  the  campus  over  270  high 
school  students  and  35  teachers  from 
all  over  Virginia  for  a  day  of  films, 
slides,  music,  panel  discussions,  and 
a  language  contest.

COMPUTER 
CONFERENCING 


Faculty  can  suffer  from  computer 
anxiety,  too.  In  fact,  some  college 
faculty  members  have  had  less 
experience  with  computers  than  their 
students,  many  of  whom  have  already 
taken  introductory  courses  in  high 
school. 

Now,  thanks  to  an  innovative  com- 
puter conferencing  program  funded 
by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education, 
Sweet  Briar  faculty  can  not  only 
achieve  computer  literacy,  but  can 
also  learn  how  to  make  use  of  com- 
puter technology  in  courses  that  they 
teach.  The  program  offers  ten 
seminars  taught  by  experts  on 
various  campuses  around  the  coun- 
try, including  Sweet  Briar's  own 
George  Lenz,  Whitney-Guion 
professor  of  physics. 

Just  by  turning  to  their  computer 
terminals,  faculty  at  Sweet  Briar  can 
communicate  with  their  peers  from 
Wellesley  College  in  Massachusetts 
or  Westminster  College  in  Penn- 
sylvania, or  they  can  ask  questions  of 
their  instructors  at  Notre  Dame,  the 
University  of  Southern  California,  or 
the  State  University  of  New  York  at 
Albany. 

This  venture  into  space-age  tech- 
nology is  made  possible  through  the 
Electronic  Information  Exchange 
System  developed  by  the  New  Jersey 
Institute  of  Technology,  with  funding 
from  the  National  Science  Founda- 
tion. Colleges  participating  in  the  pro- 
gram are:  Bentley  College,  Bethany 
College,  College  of  St.  Catherine, 
Hiram  College,  Muskingum  College, 
Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College, 
Wellesley  College,  Western  New 
England  College,  and  Westminster 
College.  Dr.  Phyllis  Stevens,  pro- 
fessor of  psychology,  is  coordinator 
for  Sweet  Briar.

SEXUAL  HARASSMENT  STUDY 


Women  who  have  graduated  from 
college  may  be  less  vulnerable  than 
other  women  to  sexual  harassment  in 
the  work  place.  Evidence  compiled  by 
a  recent  survey  of  Sweet  Briar 
College  graduates  suggests  that  a 
college  education  may  provide  a 
modicum  of  protection  for  working 
women. 

The  survey  was  conducted  by 
Carter  Hopkins  '68,  director  of  career 
planning,  and  David  Johnson, 
associate  professor  of  psychology. 
Their  report  is  the  first  restricted  to 
the  woman  college  graduate.  The 
survey  drew  439  responses  from 
alumnae  from  the  classes  of  1945 
through  1980,  who  had  a  median  age 
of  33  and  ten  years  of  experience  in 
the  job  world.  More  than  60  percent 
of  those  who  answered  said  their 
immediate  supervisor  was  a  male. 
Some  of  the  responses  were: 

•  Sixty  percent  of  those  inter- 


viewed have  never  been  sexually 
harassed. 

•  Women  often  unknowingly  solicit 
sexual  harassment. 

•  Attitude,  behavior,  and  manner  of 
dress  in  the  office  greatly  contribute 
to  sexual  harassment  on  the  job. 

•  Men  often  do  not  realize  that 
they  are  sexually  harassing  women  at 
work. 

•  Older  women  and  women  with 
more  job  experience  are  less  likely  to 
face  sexual  harassment  on  the  job. 

The  Sweet  Briar  Survey  respond- 
ents tended  to  be  outspoken  about 
the  causes  for  sexual  harassment  in 
the  workplace  and  more  often  than 
not  their  answers  were  in  direct 
opposition  to  those  cited  in  other 
surveys.  Many  of  the  alumnae  placed 
the  blame  squarely  on  the  shoulders 
of  women  workers. 

Other  widely  published  surveys 
report  extremely  high  percentages 


of  women  sexually  harassed  on  the 
job.  For  example,  88  percent  of  the 
women  responding  to  a  Redbook 
magazine  questionnaire  on  the  sub- 
ject reported  sexual  harassment  on 
the  job. 

"The  Sweet  Briar  College  Survey  is 
an  effort  to  analyze  and  deal  with 
problems  facing  today's  women  col- 
lege graduate,"  said  Mrs.  Hopkins. 


THE  REALITY 
OF  WOMEN 

"Women  have  just  been  discovered 
as  people,"  Dr.  M.  Elizabeth  Tidball 
told  the  630  new  and  returning 
students  at  Sweet  Briar's  Opening 
Convocation  in  September.  "For  a 
very  long  time  we  were  mostly 
property:  farm  machinery,  breeding 
stock,  warm  blankets,"  she  said. 
"But  no  longer.  On  every  side  we  are 
becoming  aware  that  we  are  full- 
fledged  members  of  a  larger  team. 
We,  too,  have  brains  and  can  think 
creative  thoughts  and  come  up  with 
viable  ideas." 

The  challenge  of  this  generation  of 
college  women,  Dr.  Tidball  said,  will 
be  to  prove  to  the  world  that  they  are 
"real,"  that  is,  serious  and  persistent 
about  their  new  role  in  society. 

Dr.  Tidball,  who  is  a  member  of 
Sweet  Briar's  Board  of  Overseers,  is 
professor  of  physiology  at  the  George 
Washington  University  Medical  Cen- 
ter. She  has  published  research  on 
women  role  models  in  higher  educa- 
tion, women  in  the  biosciences, 
second  careers  for  women,  and  the 
role  of  women's  colleges.  In  a  land- 
mark study  of  1,500  women  named  in 
Who's  Who  of  American  Women,  Dr. 
Tidball  found  that  graduates  of 
women's  colleges  were  twice  as 
likely  to  become  achievers  as  those 
of  coeducational  institutions. 
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Margaret  and  Thomas  Hartman,  assistant  pro- 
fessors of  philosophy,  are  the  first  couple  to 
share  a  joint  appointment  at  Sweet  Briar  Col- 
lege. Both  agree  that  the  arrangement  is  a 
happy  one.  allowing  them  to  share  child  care 
as  well  as  teaching  responsibilities

Judith  M.  Elkins,  professor  of 
mathematics,  is  one  of  19  mathema- 
tical scientists  in  the  nation  to  receive 
a  Science  Faculty  Professional 
Development  Award  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation.

Milan  E.  Hapala,  Carter  Glass 
professor  of  government,  has  been 
awarded  the  Sweet  Briar  College 
Faculty  Fellowship  of  $12,000  for 
1982-83.  He  will  use  the  grant  to 
write  a  monograph  on  environmental 
protection  and  policy  in  socialist 
countries.  In  particular,  he  will  ex- 
amine the  claim  that  public  ownership 
of  industry  eliminates  major  causes 
of  pollution  because  there  is  no  con- 
flict of  interest  between  the  ruling 
Communist  Party  and  the  working 
masses. 

Hapala  will  do  his  work  next  fall  at 
the  University  of  Illinois  where  he  has 
been  invited  to  join  the  East  European 
Center  as  visiting  professor  and 
research  associate.  Later  he  will  con- 
tinue his  project  at  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress and  the  Environmental  Protec- 
tion Agency's  Office  of  International 
Affairs,  both  in  Washington,  D.C.
